HIRED MAN TO KILL 
STEPSON IN ORDER 
T0 GET INSURANCE 


Thayer, Mo., Realty Dealer 
Makes Admission of Part 
in Plot as Second Man 


Confesses.

WEST PLAINS, Mo., Oct. 23. — 
Rufus E. Edwards, Thayer real es- 
tate man, today confessed that he 
had hired Luck Braden of Thayer 
to kill Oscar Bushart, his 27-year- 
old stepson, last July, Sergt. Nathan 
Massie of the State highway pa- 
trol announced. Braden also con- 
fessed his part, Massie said. 

The confessions, Massie _ said, 
came after an all-night grilling by 
State highway officers and Gordon 
Dorris, Prosecuting Attorney of 
Oregon County. 

Braden was arrested at his home 
by State highway officers last 
night, on suspicion that he had 
been involved in the killing. 

Massie said that in addition to 
his complete confession of the Bush- 
art murder, Edwards also admit- 
ted having killed Albert Johnson, 
an iron molder, near Mount Vernon, 
Ind., two years ago, and Clinton 
Bruce Claibourne at Calico Rock, 
Ark., more recently. No statement 
concerning the latter killings was 
taken from Edwards, however, and 
Massie said that charges would be 
filed only in the Bushart case at 
present. 3 
| In Prison Together. 

Braden and Edwards, Massie said, 
had served terms together in the 
Arkansas State Penitentiary, Bra- 
den for murder and Edwards for a 
statutory offense. Edwards was 
sent to the penitentiary from Ash- 
down, Ark., in 1917, under a life 
sentence. He met Braden there, and 
both were paroled about the same 
time. 

The killing of Bushart had been 
planned by Edwards three months 
before the crime took place, Massie 
said Edwards confessed. Braden 
was quoted by Massie as having 
said that he lured Bushart to his 
death by promising to “get a couple 
of girls.” .

Four hours before dawn I passed 
over the Malay Peninsula and then 
thought our troubles were over. but 
I was mistaken—there were curi- 
ous clouds reaching right to ‘the 
ground and it looked as if we might 
be stopped before getting to Singa- 
pore. 

I had a bit of an argument with 
Black as to what, we should do. 
Alor Star was just to the south. I 
won. Tom had the last laugh be- 
cause I buinped badly on landing; 
but we are still on speaking terms. 

I believe I am the first pilot who 
has ever flown straight across the 
Bay of Bengal. I sighted land 
first at the Andaman Islands and 
Malaya, about the Malaya bound- 
ary. 

Australia at Last. 


From Singapore to Cape Darwin 
—-Australia at last, our next landing 
place; and we have got there—but 
it was a toss-up whether we should’ 
ever make it.

at 11:08 o'clock in the morning. 

“Good old Scotty has done it 
again!” That was the cry that;

I have flown 
the remainder of the way on one 
engine, fighting all the time and all 
the way to gain height and to live. 

Down in those dark waters, death

seemed inevitable every minute. 
We scarcely dared hope that we 
should ever sight land again. 

After what seemed an eternity, 


we found Bathurst Island. Never 
have eyes seen a more welcome 
sight. Hugging the coast, we made 
a short hop to the Australian main- 
land and got to Darwin after strug- 
gling like hell all the way with our 
ippled machine. 

OT aaln Holds Under Strain. 

I shall never forget our fight for 
life. I was just congratulating my- 
self on having two engines under- 
neath me and a relief pilot to share 
the strain, when quite suddenly the 
oil pressure dropped and the en- 
gines lost revolutions. I thought 
the other would never hold under 
the terrific strain, but it behaved 
magnificently and we actually 
gained height. 

I kept her at 3000 feet, flying 
blind, rather than risk diving into 
the sea in an attempt to gain visi- 
bility by going lower. 

I never thought we should get 
down safely, because a racing ma- 
chine is a fiend to land under any 
conditions, and doubly so with only 
one motor working. I held my 
breath. When I flattened out, she 
bumped once and then settled down 


to a safe run. 

When I left Singapore I 
straight course for Darwin. I 
scarcely sighted Borneo, because of 
the dense rain clouds. But we got 
here, and as I said before, it was 
a blessed miracle. 

And how the mechanics worked! 
They had the engine firing again 
in little over an hour.

ILLINOIS GROUP URGES STATE 
TO BUY FROM COAL-USERS 


Says Cement Plants Would Burn 
300,000 Tons a Year if They 
Abandoned Natural Gas. 

The Southern Illinois Reciprocal 
Trade Association has presented to 
Gov. Horner a proposal that. the 
State refuse to buy cement and oth- 
er materials from factories using 
natural gas instead of Illinois coal. 
In 1932, it was pointed out, the 
Highway Department bought 652,- 
951 barrels of cement from com- 
panies using natural gas. Computed 
at a half-ton of coal to a ton of ce- 
ment it was asserted by the associ- 
ation that a market for 65,295 tons

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A REMARKABLE AIR RECORD. 

That bromide, “It’s a small world after all,” might 
be one proper commentary on the amazing results 
of the air race from London to Melbourne, Australia. 
If not diminished in space, the globe has shrunk tre- 
mendously in terms of that other dimension, time. 
C. W. A. Scott and Campbell Black reached Darwin, 
at the northwest corner of Australia, only 52. hours 
after leaving London, and shattered all records by 
reaching Melbourne, terminus of the 11,323-mile race, 
in a total of 71 hours. Looking backward across 
history, they might glimpse the old buccaneer, Wil- 
liam Dampier, first Briton to see Australia, arriv- 
ing there on his second voyage in 1699, after a jour- 
ney of six and a half months. 
The East Indiamen of the eighteenth century felt 
they were getting things done if they went out to 
Australia one year and came back the next. The bil- 
lowing sails of the clipper ships thrilled the nine- 
teenth century with speed records, much as the air- 
plane does today. Competition was keen. The James 
Baines, an American vessel, went from Liverpool to 
Melbourne in 63 days in 1859; the Marco Polo, also 
American, covered the 15,000 miles in 61 days in 
1861, and the Thermopylae (British) cut the record 
to 69 days in 1869. Steam has displaced picturesque 
canvas, but sailing vessels still carry grain from the 
Antipodes to London. The annual “grain race’ is a 
maritime event, won in 1932 by the Parma in 103 
days, and last year by the same vessel in 83 days. 
Steam passenger vessels nowadays make the voyage 
in about five weeks. 
| Scott and Black's time far surpasses the previous 
| London-to-Australia record, that of Charles T. P. 
Ulm, who made the flight last year in six days, 17 
hours and 45 minutes. The first air voyage over the 
course, in 1919, required 28 days. Most of the en- 
trants in the present race thought the time would 
be reduced to about.four days, though several were 
more optimistic. Wiley Post thought he could make 
it in 50 hours by flying in the stratosphere at high 
ispeed. Col. Fitzmaurice predicted he would finish 
| in 69 hours. Kingsford-Smith thought he might make

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SUBSTITUTING FORESIGHT FOR HINDSIGHT. 

The Conference on City, State, Regional and Na- 
tional Planning, which has brought specialists in this 
field from all parts of the Union to St. Louis, is an 
outgrowth of the awakening of the American people 
to the fact. that in community development, as in all 
things, prevention of the undesirable is better and 
cheaper than its removal.

A Berlin dispatch indicates a fresh 
offensive against ‘‘scandal mongers,” such as has 
been carried on by Dr. Goebbels and others since the 
Hitler regime took power. The rumors are many and 
fantastic. Goering has quarreled with Hitler; he has 
been shot: he is mysteriously missing: he is in a 
sanitarium—such are some of the whispered reports 
about the Premier of Prussia. Julius Streicher, anti- 
Semitic leader, took occasion in an address a few 
days ago to deny similar stories about himself: that 
he had suffered a nervous breakdown; that Hitler 
had beaten him with a riding whip; that he had been 
deposed from power.

Most Americans until recently have 
believed in the innate wickedness of nearly 
all countries other than our own. The 
French, British, Japanese, Germans, Rus- 
Sians and Italians have all been pictured as 
devils at one time or another. European 
nations owed us money and didn’t pay. The 
American people, without thinking the mat- 
ter through, cried instinctively, “Make the 

devils pay!” 

Farmers have long fought many personal 
devils. Forty years ago, their favorite one 
was the railroads, But the railroad devil, 
which seemed so tremendous and threaten- 
ing to the farmers until 1922, finally shrunk 
to rather small size during the depression, 
in spite of the fact that since 1930 railroad 
rates have been proportionately more bur- 
densome than at any time during the past 
35 years. 

At one time, the railroads seemed to be 
the focal point of monopoly control. There 
were continuous battles from 1890 to 1920 
between the railroad and anti-railroad points 
of view. The people in the central parts of 
the country had very strong feelings about 
the way railroad rates were modified to 
build certain great centers of population. 
When, in the '20s, trucks, autos and hard 
roads broke definitely any possibility of ab- 
solute transportation monopoly by the rail- 
reads, the farm folks continued for some 
time to kick the old devil, even though he 
was sick and half dead. 

° . a 

More continuously interesting to farm peo- 
ple is the Wall Street devil, with its pre- 
sumed control of the money power. It has 
been assumed that the speculators of Wall 
Street have spént much of their time behind 
closed doors conniving how they could skin 
the farmer and small business man. The 
Chicago Board of Trade devil has customar- 
ily been supposed to be a brother of the 
Wall Street devil, and working in cahoots 
with him. 

The Wall Street devil got sick in 1930, and 
in 1933 and 1934 the Federal] Government 
tied him down, cut off his horns and brand- 
ed him so he could no longer exercise his 
money power in the old-fashioned way. The 
Board of Trade devil had a halter put on 
him in 1922 in the Grain Futures Act, but 
when an effort was made to cut his horns 
off by passing a more definite law in 1934, 
a legislator who apparently did not wish to 
see record kept of large speculative transac- 
tions in cotton enabled this particular devil 
to jump over the fence and escape for the 
time being. 

One of the most popular of the personal 
devils from the standpoint of people who 
run for office is the middleman devil. What 
happens to food from the time it leaves the 
farmers’ hands until it reaches the consum- 
ers’ plates? The railroads, commission men, 
processors, wholesalers and retailers now 
take nearly twice as much for their services 
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as they did before the war. .-The farmer 
may get bankruptcy prices or be unable to 
sell at all, at a time when consumers feel 
that prices are so high that they are unable 
to buy. 

Therefore, it is said that the middleman 
is a devil, that he profiteers, that he destroys 
that he enters 
Some of these 


food to keep.up prices and 
into collusive arrangements. 
things are occasionally true, and as both 
farmers and consumers like to hear the 
story, there are always plenty of politicians 
and newspapers ready to denounce the mid- 
dieman devil. 

During the past 10 or 15 years, the red 
devil has been the outstanding favorite 
among business men. The red devil came 
from Russia and carries the brand of Marx 
and Lenin. If anyone in Government serv- 
ice says anything which business men do 
not like, they hold up the red devil to scare 
the people. Some business men and certain 
Congressmen really believe in the red devil, 
but most of them use him because they 
think this is an easy way to scare people 
so they will not give real thought to social 
and economic problems. 

For my part, I abhor the bitterness and 
violence which characterize the Communis- 
tic approach to economic problems, and for 
that reason I feel that it is bad theology to 
use the red devil indiscriminately to serve 
the ends of business. 

s e . 

The whole devil business, although pro- 
viding a focal point for enthusiasm, often 
interferes with hard thinking and clean-cut 
action. Devil-shoutinz..may be useful in 
gaining votes or increasing the circulation 
of a newspaper or tightening the hold of an 
unscrupulous leader on his organization. but 
it alone is of very little help in cleaning up 
the mess. The devil-shouters are dynamic 
Speechmakers and sometimes are excellent 
writers of magazine articles. They some- 
times arouse the public about abuses. but 
beyond that, their usefulness ends. 

It is necessary eventually to get beyond 
name-calling which rouses human passions 
but prevents thinking and delays action. 
Modern democracy cannot he effective un- 
til our people are willing to Support leaders 
capable of going beyond calling each other 
names. 

When we treat the money power as a 
devil and try to put him in jail and torture 
him, we all too often hurt ourselves tenfold. 
The evils in our faulty money system have 
caused us great harm. But in order to get

That is 
one way of saying that the Baron, 
as conceived by Sardou and more 
or less preserved by Mr. Puccini's 
librettists, is almost too bad to be 
true. But Mr. Gandolfi had the ap- 
pearance, and suggested in his ac- 
tions and the way he colored his 
voice, both a vengeful man and a 
man who would give way to an idee 
fixe.

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THEATRICAL CODE REVISED; 
MORE FOR ROAD CHORUS GIRLS 


Minimum Wages Fixed by Box Of- 
fice Scale; Limit Put on 
Hours of Rehearsal. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—NRA 
thinks chorus girls should get $5 a 
week more on the road than when 
doing a regular stand. This is one 
of the provisions in a new code for 
the legitimate full-length and musi- 
cal theatrical industry approved 
yesterday by the Recovery Board. 

The minimum set for chorus girls 
in musical comedies was $30 a week 
with an extra $5 when the show 
was traveling. Other minimum 
wages were revised upward in the 
new code with the range depending 
on box office ticket charges. 

NRA said the amended code 
“served the interest of labor by up- 
ward revision of minimum wages 
and the insertion of maximum hour 
provisions for employes not hereto- 
fore embraced.” | 
“For the first time in the history 
of the legitimate theater there is a 
limit to the rehearsal period,” NRA 
said. Rehearsal periods are fixed 
at not more than eight consecutive 
hours a day or seven hours a day, 
respectively. The rehearsal provi- 
sion is relaxed, however, during the 
seven days preceding the first pub- 
lic performance.

It was far ahead 
of the country when it built that 
big Bow] seating 70,000 and filled 
it vear after year. 


Universities then awakened to 
the fact that football was a mer- 
chandise that the public would 
buy at a high price; and that the 
receipts would finance the entire 
sports and recreation activities of 
a major institution ! exploited. 

Since that day the hig univer- 
Sities have taken their cue. 

Today universities co-operate in 
giving correct information about 
their athletic teams instead of 
enshrouding alt their movements 
in secrecy—and worse than that. 

The commercialization of the 
sport, if that is what you wish 
to call it, has served to bring it 
out into the daylight, at least.

ANCES introduced about the

The Carioca, as explained hy 


Trimp, starts with a heel and toe 
slide, some of the movements be- 
ing as follows: 

Strike left heel foward, then 


strike right heel in place; cross left 
foot in front-of right and tap toe. 
Tap right heel in place. Man 
swings girl into closed position with 
long step to left with left foot. Draw 
right foot quickly to left. 

Step forward with right font, 
swinging girl one-half turn to right, 
turning another quarter dip back; 
turn third quarter without moving 
feet from dip position, transfer 
weight from foot to foot twice, ac- 
cent fourth measure with stamp. 

Take four steps forward, cross 
left foot over right and put weight 
on it, take large step to right, cross 
left foot closely in back of right 
foot, put weight on it. Repeat re- 
versed. 

The dance continues after that 
manner with some variations, to a 
single cross and toe beat, which be- 
gins with left foot, two steps for- 
ward then a third step swinging 
partner in one-half turn to cross 
right foot over left; in this position 
lift left toe and tap it. 

In the heel and toe click, the 
dancers release hands and face eacn 
other, to point left toe to left side 
and tap left toe on right heel, 
twice. In open promenade position 
take two long steps forward, re- 
sume regular position and do this

to fast fox-trot or rumba 
rhythm. The body movement 
is smooth, but there is great con- 
trast in length of steps and speed. 

The windblown step opens it. The

T HE Speedline Fox-trot is done 


around with left heel; bring feet to- 
gether and bend both knees to 
right (lady also bends her knees to 
right); without moving feet, make 
quarter turn with body and bend 
both knees to left, tapping both 
heels briskly on floor.

The Effect of 
Vitamin Lack 
In One's Diet 


Some Of The Various “Deft- 
ciency’ Diseases Frequent- 
ly Result.

| EOPLE often say, “Well, you're 
P aways talking about the neces- 
sity of putting vitamins in the 
diet, but what will happen if we do 
not put them in?” The answer :s 
that their absence causes the de 
velopment of deficiency diseases, 
meaning diseases due to deficiency 
of one or the other of the vitamins. 
One of these diseases is rickets. 
It is probably today the commonest 
of the deficiency diseases. It is 
important that parents, guardians 


and nurses of children should un- 
derstand the cause and nature of 
the disease, especially at the be- 


ginning of winter, in order to pre 
vent it. 

It was in 1918 that the English 
physiologist, Mellanby, proved that 
he could produce rickets in animals 
by feeding them on diets of cereal 
and skimmed milk The puppies 
used in Mellanby’s experiments de- 
veloped soft bones, bowed legs and 
other typical deformities seen in 
rachitic children. No other studies 
prove more conclusively the valte 
of animal experimentation, because 
these researches of Mellanby’s have 
been the means of saving thous- 
ands of children from disease and 
hideous deformity. 

The diet uSed is now recognized 
as being deficient in Vitamin D and 


also calcium; and it is the lack of 
these two substances in the diet 
which causes rickets. 

Primarily, it is the lack of Vita- 


min D, because even if the diet :is 
sufficient in calcium, rickets will 
develop if it does not contain Vita- 
min D. 

Rickets is exclusively a diséase of 
childhood, and is largely a disease 
of the bony structures. The bones 
lack calcium and, therefore, are 
soft, and under weight-bearing the 
legs bend so as to become badly 


bowed or knock-kneed. The arm 
bones frequently warp. 
The disease appears most fre- 


quently in the spring months, due 


to the lack of proper hygiene dur- 
ing the winter. Lack of proper 
hygiene means either lack of ex- 


posure to sunlight or to food con- 
taining Vitamin D. or both. 

The body is able to form Vitamin 
D itself from its own chemistry 
provided it has sufficient exposure 
to sunlight. The sunlight forms 
Vitamin D in the skin, and after its 
formation it is stored in the liver. 
For this latter reason animal Hvers 


usually contain a good amount of 
Vitamin D, especially fish livers. 
So cod liver oil, halibut liver. oil 


and salmon liver oil are ail sources 
of the vitamin necessary to prevent 
rickets, 

Since it is formed by sunlight, it 
can be artificially induced by ex- 
posing various food substances to 
sunlight or to ultraviolet rays. Thus 
we have Vitamin D milk due to ir- 
radiation. Also viosterol, a vege- 
table oil in which Vitamin D has 
peen produced by exposure to ultra- 
violet light. 

Any one of. these 
should be deliberately added to the 


substances 


diet of children during the winter 
months. Care should also be taken 
that the children have as much ex- 


posure to sunlight as possible dur- 
ing the short days
